Charles T. Kont, formerly of the University
of Berlin, and now professor of sacred liter-
atore in the University of Chicago. will
give a course of six lectures at the Crete
Chautauqua upon the Hebrew prophecy
and the Old Testament, as taught in the
University of Chicago. Among its many
speciallies, this university has given no sub-
ject more careful study and consideration
than that of bible history.

Harper has taken great per-
sonal interest in the subject and has him-
self sent Prof. Kent to Crete to represent
his university.

The lecturee will treat especially of the

minor prophets, their work, history and re-
lation to the greater prophets. This is a
portion of the bible little studied and
little understood. An opportunity for close
research and study along this line will be
eagerly hailed by all pastors and bible
etndents, while the historical interest and
highly poetic nature of the books considered
will make the course fully as attractive to
all students of literature.

The course will open with a lecture on
the Old Testament literature in general,
and will then take up the Prophets Amos,
Harea and Micah. The literary style of
each prophet and the social standards and
conditions of bis time will be discussed in a
scholarly manver, and the subject of revel-
ation will be handled according to the lights
of modern research and science.
